Fortr of the WorI4"» Greatmt Baild- 


er« Coaimeviormted m.t Hai-TKrd. 
It is the way of the world to remember 


the monumental and beautiful building 
and to forget the architect who designed 
it. For this reason a list of the great 
builders like that which has been in- 
scribed on. tablets on the beautiful new 
architecture! building at Harvard is far 
less familiar to most persons than a list 
of the great poets or the great painters 
would be. though perhaps no less inter- 
eating. Altogether 
there 
are 
forty 


names, one group consisting of Greeks 
and Romans, a second of the Italians of 
the renaissance period of architecture 
and the third including: the English and 
French builders of the same period. 


The name of Bramante. who completed 
St. Peters at Rome and partly rebuilt the 
Vatican, stand* by itsrlf above the main 
entrance. The other Italians are Alb*r- 
ti, Fra Giocondo, Arnolfo, BrnneUeschi, 
Giotto, Michelozzo. Cronsca. Falladio, 
SansoviBo. Vignola, Michael Angeio. Raph- 
ael. I'eruzzi, Sangallo and Buschetto, the-- 
last named a Byzantine Greek who built 
in Itaiy. The French and English archi- 
tects are Perranlt. Lemercier. Delorme, 
Gibbs. Lescot. Steinbach. Montereao. 
Connont. Lozarcbe. Wren. Wykeham 
and Walsir.Kham. The Greeks and Ro- 
mans are represented by tbe names of 
Isodoros, Anthemius, Apollodoros, Daph- 
ais. Vitruvius. Dinocrates, Pythins, Icti- 
nos, I^boa. Callicrates. Unesicles and 
Polydiius. 


In all this list a few. like Bramante, 


Giotto, who planned the beautiful Cam- 
panile at Florence; Sir Christopher Wren, 
who built St. Paul's, in London, and one 
or two others, may suggest characteristic 
architectural works, but that Ictiaus de- 
signed the Parthenon at Athens, for ex- 
ample, or that Perranit was one of tbe 
builders of the Loutre Is generally for- 
gotten or unknown, though their work is 
a household word.
